BARRE, Vt. <UPD — One of 
eight crewmen aboard a crashed 
eight-jet Stratofortress walked out 
of the woods unharmed early to­ 
day, five hours later and 50 miles 
away The fate of the other seven 
was not known. 


Mar Earl E. Keyes of Hyatts­ 
ville. Md , radar operator, tele 
phoned his wile from upstate New 
York even while searchers by the 
hundreds fanned out 
over the

Keyes as saying he was "the 
fourth or fifth” crewman to para­ 
chute from the disabled B52 plane.
